" All these are in effect today charitable grants. It 
is extremely difficult, we are told, to discover how they ori- 
ginated. Many of them must have been in lieu of service, which 
probably ceased to be rendered quite a long time ago and the 
rest were never anything but gifts. There have clearly been 
additions in recent years too, for thte 1910 budget shows 21 
lakhs under the head of Mans&bs and Russums, and the 1980 
budget also shows about the same amount. In oar view, there 
is no justification for continuing these relice of feudalism. We 
would suggest that they should be stopped after three months 
notice. 55 " .
